Logger you the wary Lyon (whos, ns gn fem as wiſe a5 a be 
pent, and yet, as innocent as a Dove} ſent out Force enough, to intercept 
thoſe Reſtoratives at the Streights-Month. 

But you muſt know, The Lyon baving more than a good many Jackals 
about him (as all our Lyons ever __ «they over-perſwaded — 
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Jack-an- Apes Commander of that Force g . who, when the Bear's Cordials 
and Reſtoratives carne in fight, fat (till upon his Butt-end all the while, crack- 
ing of Nutts, and making of -Monkey's-Faces, and fo let the {trengthning, 
Cordials paſs by fafe, jult under his Noſe, without doing any thing, beſides 
gazing, and (melling at 'em. | 

Aﬀeer this, you mult further know, theſe fooliſh head-ſtrong Jackals (be- 
ing all great Favourites forſooth, and. pretending to ten times more Know - 
ledge and Diſcretion,..than ever they were, or ever will be Mafters of ) pre- 
vailed likewiſe with the Lyon, to make an Old grizled Spaniel, Commander 
in Chief over all his Maſtiffs both Engliſh and Dutch.. 

Wherefore the Lyon at the. carnelt Requeſt and Recommendation of the 
Fackals, call'd out Old Grizle; (a plaguy Dog at a Bitch z and therefore in 
all Probability, well acquainted wich the beft Kennels) and ſpat in his Mouth, 
and clapt him on the Back, and gave him all the Incouragement a Dog could 
have: And then bad him go, range about, ſeek out, and bring home ſixteen or 
cightcen Couple of ftout, well-bred,. true Engliſh Beagles with him, to hunt 
out the Bear, and conduct the Maſtiffs to their ſport: 

Old Griz/e, not obſerving his Maſter's InſtruQtions, inſtead of procu- 
Sag $rng Salle, hearty, experienc'd Beagles, brought back a dawn'd-raw 
Pack of mcer Whelps and Lap-Dogs : And by his and their fawning, crouch- 
ing, cringing, .and wheedling (as Spaniels, Whelps, and Lap-Dogs uſe to 
F-v and by the Interceſſion of the Jackals ( who will recommend the Devil 
for a good Artilt, if he has but the Art of feeding them ſecretly with forbid- 
den Prey; ) They prevailed with the Lyon to be commiſſioned under Old 
Grizle, in order to lead and guide the Maſtiffs : which made the Matti - 
grow! molt confoundedly, through meer Indignation. 

However out they went under this wiſe Conduct ; But before they went 
out, Old Griz/e, his Whelps, and his Lap-Dogs (for I call *em his, becaule, 
as I told you but now, they were moſt of his own getting, ) thought it con- 
venient, for their better Security, to muzzle all the Maſtiffs, and tye %m fali 
in a ſtrong Line of Paſſive Obedience and Non- Refiftance: And as ſoon as that. 
was efſectually done. then out they went altogether. 

And all the way they went, Old Griz/e, his Whelps, and -his Lap-Dogs did 
fisk, and skip, and leap, and bounce, and yelp ; being all over-joy'd, that - 
they ſhould ſee ſome ſport anon : (for moſt of . *em had never ſeen a Bear be- 
fore in their Lives : ) And oh ! how they whipt the Bearabout, and ſwing'd - 
himoff, all the way, in their own Fancies ! *

*-men. Wheips, and Gentlemen Lap-Dogs, courage ! here's Confuſicn to. 
abs Bear. Huzza | ſhew. your ſelves. to be but what you are, x true 
© Whelps,- 
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< Whelps, andright Lap-Dogs 3 and I deſire nogy6re ; For by your Aſſiftance- 
© L have Power enough to beat all the Bears in France I have been a Whelp 
© and a Lap-Dog my felf in my time, as well as the beſt of you all : And te 
* my certain Knowledge an Engliſh Whelp- or Lap-Dog is able to grapple 
* witha French Bear at any time: Whetefore we need no Scouts to go be- 
© fore, to bring us Notice of the Bear's Approach for as ſoon as he comes 
* within hearing of your terrible: Yelping, he will be ghd to retire faſt e-' 
* nough of his own accord, I warrant you : Therefore Courage, my Be- 
* loved Whelps and Lap-Dogs ! here's Confufton once more to the Bear: 
© Huzza—! yelp, yelp, yelp! | 

But old Grizle had ſcarce ended theſe Words, nor was the Yelping quite 
ccas'd, when lo! all on a ſudden, The unexpected roaring of the Bear quite 
furprigd, daſt'd, aſtoniſh'd, and ſiun'd the whole Pack of Mongrels : Which 
made old Grizle ſhrink in his Tale between his Leggs, and hang down his 
Head, (and if it had been hung up, not a half- dammage) and made all 
the Whelps and Lap-Dogs begin to whine and whimper about him,and fawn 
upon him, with wagging Tails clapt in behind, lank Ears before, couchant 
Heads, and Tears. in their Eyes: - But on the other fide, it made the'brave 
Maſtifls prick up their Ears, du Rage and Fome from their Mouths, and 
Fire from their Eyes, to be at the Bear. Bleſs me ! what a difference 
there is between Right-une-bred Maſtifis, and whifling Currs ? 


(For you muſt know, the Oreat Bear by an unexpected Ry 
driven . 2'Bay, Freſh-water Bay z or alle Ke had Teiz'd, and hngg'd 
Griz/le,-and all his Whelps and Lap-Dogs, juſt as the Devil hugg's a Witch, 
before they had been aware ont) and was there confin'd in Zobs Pound, and 
ty'd as faſt as a Bear to a Stake : which' made him ſuck his Paws, and fret in 
his Greaſe, and roar after that hideous Manner.) | 

However old Grizle was forced, by the Rage and Importunity-of the Ma- 
Niffs, to goand ſhew *em the Bear ; And (to give the Devil his due) he did 
ſhew *em the Bear, and that was all : For when he plainly perceived, that 
the French were really there with their Bears, he immediately took all poſſi- 
ble Care to ſtand at diſtance enough out of harms way 3 and out of the way of 
doing harm to any, but the forward Maſtiffs. | 

But had the Firſt, Second, and Third-Rate Malſtiffs been then let looſe, 
when they were freſhand umtir'd 3 and when they had a firong-direQ Gale 
tocarry *em to the Bears very Noſe, they would certainly have tore him to 
pieces in a trice : For he was ſo hemmY'd in on every ſide, that he could not 
ſtir one way or other 5 neither could any of the Maſtiffs have been there loft or 
ſunk, they being then at the Mouth of the beſt Kermel (or Port) in Exrope : 
When at the ſame.time, the Bear _ above a hundred Leagues from tis 
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Denn: And beſides, there was another ſtrong Party, or Two, offtout third, 
fourth, and fifth-Rate Maſiifls, out at the ſame time, to have intercepted the 
Bear in his way, if after the firſt Maſiiffs tearing him, he ſhould have endea- 
 vour'd to make his eſcape home, Here werc. a] the Advantages, that Heaven' 
and Earth could grant, at once 3 and all the favourable Opportunities, that 
Man could ask, or that God need grant : And nothing wanting but Courage, 
Conduct, Skil, and Honeſty, to accompliſh the utter Deſtruction of the 
Bear for evermore. Never had Spaniel ſuch an Opportunity of loſing his 
own Name, and gaining the Reputation of a Maſtiff; and never had Whelps 
and Lap-Dogs ſuch an © ortunity to ingratiate thernſelves with, and gain 
the applauſe and eſicem of. all Mankind, as well as of Womankind and Chil- 
dren, But I find the Poet is in the Right ont, who ſay's, 


Naturam expellas furca licet, uſque recurrit. 
Nature recoils ;, And tho you hang the Dog,. 
Yet he will die, jul as he liv'd, a Rogue. 


For as ſoon. as old Grizle, his Whelps, and his Lap-Dogs, eſpyed the vaſt 
bulk of the Bear's Body, the wideneſs of his Jaws, the largeneſs of his Paws, 
and the length of his Claws, (as if they had ſeen raw-Head and bloody- 
Bones) they turn'd all as white preſently, as my Lady's Night-Rail. 

But. by the thundering noiſe of the Maſtiffs, and by the powerful help of 
Prandy, being ſomewhat rous'd out of their fainting Fit, . they began ar laſt; 
(tho it was long hrlt) to recover a little out of their clamzumy Sweat : And 
then they, call'd a Council, (as they call'd it) And there you might have ſeen 
all the Whelps and Lap-Dogs lying panting round Old Grizle, and looking 
up to him in this time of need, and he looking down upon them again, with 
molt pitiful Gountenances on both ſides 3 and all the while making a mofi in- 
tolerable Stink for fear of the Bear ; nay, ſuch a ſirange Stink, that I am forc'd 
to hold my Noſe, even now, whillt Iam ſpeaking on ; and to cry, Out, ye 
ſtinking Curs!

However at long-run Old Grizle made a ſhift to open his Jaws, .and heid 
*em open a long while, without ſpeaking ever.a word, (for he well knew, 
they. underſtood his meaning by his gaping: ) . Yet at laft with much ado,and 
with as much heſitation, trembling, and fhaking, . as if he had been in the 
Houſe of Commons, he broke {ilence, and ſnaxl'd out theſe following Sexen- 
ces, to the great Joy of the Whelps and Lap-Dogs ; but to the deep Grief 
and.Regret of the Maltiffs, .and to the everlaſting Stain, and cterual Reproach 
al the Engliſh Nation, w52« WE 
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_ © Gentlemen Whelps, and Gentlemen Lap Dogs, Tlately aw, when I. 
© was ſo often and ſo long on Shore in Londen, and at Portſmouth, (that the

mination, and poſitive Injundion of Old Grizle 3+ Wherennto' all - the 
Whelps and Lap-Dogs unanimouſly agreed, and punCtually obferv'd.it, like 
ſo many Dogs.in a String 3 and hung down their Heads alt the way, like ſo 
many. Sheep-Biters : finding now by fad experience the great difference, be- 

tween Bear-baiting, and Sheep: biting, | But: 
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| But however the Maſiifts, , both;Engliſh and Dutch, could not indure to be 
held fo long, 11x or ſeven days together, by a Pack-of ſhagreen Curs, in ſuch 
an unreaſonable Line, a Line of tive or fix Leagues diſtance at leali from 
che Bear, the grand Enemy of Mankind, and from thcir Duty of attacking, 
him. 

Therefore to be thus unjuſtly reſtrain*d in ſpight of their Courage, nay, 
in ſpight of their Teeth, by a Company of WhHers, made the Mattiffs rave, 
and grow almoſi tark-ſtaring-madd, for want of ſleep and reſi z but efpeci- 
ally for want of hghting > for fighting is their Reſt and Quict 5 fighting is 
their Meat and Drink : A true Tarpollin fight's only toxcat, and cat's only to 
hght again : And there were enough with them to eat up-the Bear 3 and Shar- 
pers enough in every thing <cl{c, but fighting z and more by a great many, 
(tho = by .a good many) than choſe that devour'd the Great Spaniſh Bear 
m 1588. 

hereupon the Lyoneſs, hearing the loud-mouth'd-Voice of her Maſtiffs, 
both Engliſh and Dutch, ſpeaking the ſame thing, and (which is firange) 
. the ſame Language, and both Countries agreeing in the fame Verdi&, viz. 
That the Maſtifls were abus?d, cuxb%d, and muzzl'd by a parcel of Mongrels ; 
Therefore ſhe rous'd up her Royal Wrath and ſent politive Orders to the 
' Curs, ejcher to permit the Maſtiffs to fight, or elſe to come preſently themſelves 
tO Does in the Tower.

freſh.Cqurage,' and broke the Line, and left the Morigrek>behind:to their Due, 
che Line 3 and ran full ſpeed forwards, and made direQly'ac the Bear with o6- - 
pen” Mouths ;, and ftar'd Fire, and gap'd Smoke, and (poke Thunder, and - 
darted Thunder-bolts, and*hwrl'd Whirl-winds ac: the Bear ; and fo ſcorched, 
blighted, .blaſted, and twifted him 3 and gave him fuch Rents, ſuch Gaſhes, 
ſuch. Breaches, and ſuch Shocks, , that they made him groan and reel back- 
wards at their very firſt Onſet; And had they been ſeconded, as they ought. 
we ſhould never have been troubled hereafter with any more Fienchdancing 
Bears again. 

And tho | wilt hold ten Engliſh Crowns to one French Crown at any time, 
upon any of theſe Maſtiffs Heads, /both Dutch and Engliſh,againſt any French 
Cibb whatſoever of equal (ſize : And tho I have great reaſon always to lament 
my own Inſolvency, in that I am not able ever to pay ſufficient Expreſſions 
of Gratitude and Thankfulneſs'to every one of theſe glorious Aﬀailants z and 
particularly to the Dutch, becauſe | tind, they had not ſo many Whelps and 
Lap-Dogs amongſt them, a5 we had'3 No, nor ſo many Jackals neither, 

Yet after all, I beſeech you, Gentlemen, bear with my WeakneGs, and 
pardon the Infirmity of my Jadgment (if it be {o) and give me leave to fay,

we underſtood him ; that is to ſay, (at which Fknow the Fackals will grin). 
if we.underſiood how to imploy true Vertue, true Honeſty, true Valour, true 
Skill, true Conduct, and true Merit to the beſt Advantage; And if we un- 
derſtood how to pitch upon a Man, that can, by his own private Intereſt and 
Repute among all true Tarpollins, Man out a whole Fleet at any time with- 
out a Pres, | | _ FUR 
But theſe indeed would be aca Bleſſings wrapt up-all in one; And 
the powerful Spirit of the Ever-Bleſſed-Biſhop Uſher, Qill ſurviving in his. - 
Grandſon, would-make too good an Adrmizal for fo bad an. Age, 35 this is. - 
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Neither would I have Old envious Griz/e, nor. any of his malicious Whelps 
cr Eap-Dogs, think, That Captain Tyrrell is any ways privy to this-Com- 
mendation : No, good Many he would.have been the only Obtacle againft it.
